Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 16th May, 1968, while Shri Bahadur Singh was on 
duty at Railway Protection Force post at Bareilly, informa- 
tion was received by him at about 12.30 hours that a theft 
had taken place from the parcel godown on platform No. 4, 
Bareilly and that the stolen properly was being taken to an 
adjoining ‘mohallaT On receipt ot the information, Shri 
Bahadur Singh rushed to the spot along with three other 
members of the Railw'ay Protection Force. Shri Bahadur 
Singh chased the criminals and caught hold of one of them, 
"hue grappling with the criminals, he was shot at with 
pistol by two other criminals but Shri Bahadur Singh did not 
release the criminal in disregard of his personal safety till 
he himself fell down. In the meantime, some personnel of 
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the CRP and Railway Protection Force joined and appre- 
hended one criminal while the other criminals fled away 
lytving behind the stolen pioperty. 

Tn the incident, Shri Bahadur Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantly and courage and risked his life in protecting the 
railway property.
